Washington, July 10.—'Prepara- 


tions for framing the new war rev- 
enue bill went forward in the house 
ways and means committee today 
with attention centering upon the 
list of suggestions for new or higher 
taxes on luxuries and necessities sub- 
mitted yesterday by the treasury de- 
partment. 


Members of the committee indi- 


cated that the list would form the 
basis for consumption taxes in their 
draft of the bill, though some of the 
proposals woujd 
be changed and 


others disregarded. 


Besides doubling present taxes on 


liquors and tobaccos, quadrupling 
soft drink levies and making gen- 
eral increases in other existing rates, 
the 
treasury 
suggestions 
include 
taxes of fifty per cent, on retail 
prices of jewelry, watches and clocks 
except those sold to army or navy 
men; twenty per cent, on automo- 
biles, bicycles, musical instruments, 
etc.; ten cents a gallon on gasoline 
to be paid by the wholesaler; ten per 
cent, on hotel bills for rooms over 
$2.50 a day or American plan over 
$5; ten per cent, on all cafe or rest- 
aurant bills and taxes of unstated 
amounts on men's suits selling for 
more than $30, women's suits over 
?40 and coats over $30; men's hats 
over $4, shirts over $2.

Accord- 
ing to a Times dispatch from Tokio, 
quoting the Vladivostk correspon- 
dent of the Asahi the new govern- 
ment intends to summon a constitu- 
ent assembly and to restore law and 
order throughout the country. 


The program of the new govern-

avoidance, if possible, of foreign in- 
tervention, universal suffrage; es- 
tablishment of provisional councils 
and a labor bureau; distribution of 
the laud among the landless ,and 
control of economic activities.

In the early days of the war, the

"A large number of Austrian sub- 


jects of Italian ancestry were con- 
demned for political reasons," the 
officer said.

En route they 
were subjected to various and con- 
stant brutalities from their escorts. 
They were insulted by the inhabit- 
ants- 
Sometimes they were shut in 


cattle trucks with guards with fixed 
bayonets in passenger coaches next to 
them, in this ir^ner they journey- 
ed over the Carpatnians and Galician 
lowlands with nothing to eat but 
bread and dirty soup served in a mess 
tin, which the guards spat in by way 
of amusement. 


"The full tale of the sufferings of 


these victims of Austro-Hungarian 
ferocity can never be told. Hunger, 
thirst, flogging, bayonet-thrusts, were 
only a prelude to the real martyrdom 
to which they were predestined. 
They were attached to Hungarian 
and German companies in the ratio 
of one man for every platoon and led 
lives of hideous torture in frontline 
trenches, separated from other sol- 
diers, treated as traitors, insulted 
and maltreated by 'comrades' under

FORCED OUT OF SIBERIA

London, July 10.—Measures tak- 


en-by the allies to aid non-Bolshe- 
viki Russians on the Murman coast 
and protecting the Murman raildoad 
and ice-free port of Kola are sum- 
marized by the Daily Express from 
Russian newspapers. 


While the Bolsheviki opposed the 


landing of allied troops and even 
agreed to trade the Murman coast 
to Finland, the local population has 
decided to join the allies and secede 
from the Bolsheviki. 


The first allied intervention oc- 


curred early in April when Finnish 
White Guards, assisted by Germans, 
faced the Red Guards at Kem. 
The 


Red Guards were reinforced by an 
Anglo-French detachment that had 
come up on an armored train. The 
next Russian report mentions the 
landing of a force of British marines 
to co-operate in the defense of the 
coast. 
Defensive 
measures 
were 


said to be under the leadership of 
three men. a Russian, a Britisher 
and a Frenchman. 


Two British and one French war- 


ship and some British trawlers were 
in the harbor of Kola in addition to 
a Russian squadron. 
A report from 


the committee of the White sea 
fleet to the Russian naval commis- 
sioner in Moscow, printed in a Rus- 
sian paper, said that Kemp (as- 
sumed to be Rear Admiral Kemp of 
the British navy) had declared there 
was no aggressive design regarding 
the Murmansk region, only a desire 
to help the Russian republic and 
protect the coast and the railroad. 
He also offered to assist in develop- 
ing; the local fisheries. 


The Bolsheviki government, how- 


ever, made public a protest through 
the Russian wireless on June 20. 
Leon Trotsky, the war minister, on
